Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The claimed term "sensing layer" was compared to applied 
reference Mansky's layer 90. The examiner was concerned that the language "sensing layer" would be broad enough 
to encompass Mansky's layer 90, which was a layer in which changes (specifically ,thermal characteristics) were 
sensed. While "sensing" imparts some structural feature to "layer", since applicant's specification does not provide a 
clear definition of "sensing" but rather provides examples of types of layers which the sensor could be, the term 
"sensing" must be given its broadest reasonable definition consistent with (but not defined by) the specification. 
Applicant's representative will respond to address such concerns. Also, Mansky disclosed that the well could "also" 
contain liquids to be sensed. While the position of the last Office action was based upon "also" being interpreted as the 
well containing both a thin film and an additional liquid, applicant's representative pointed out that the general tenor of 
the Mansky reference made "also" more likely to mean another type of layer (liquid rather than solid) which could be 
sensed. The examiner will consider this question upon receipt of applicant's response. 
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
